“There she is,” cried her sister, 
64-year-old Mrs, Muriel Tighe as 
she rushed along the platform to 
greet, Mrs. Leroy whom she had 
not seen since 1910, 

“This is the best present I’ve 
ever had,” said Mrs. Tighe as the 
two women tearfully embraced. 
“You're so different from when I 
last saw you... but still recog- 
nize you,” she told Mrs, Leroy. 

Mrs, Leroy, who was only 382, 
and according “to. friends “very 
beautiful” when she left Sydney, 
married a young Frenchman in 
Perth, West Australia, two years 
later.

L. G. Denby, of the Experimen- 
tal Farm at Summerland, B.C., 
advises that potatoes should be 
stored in, a dark well ventilated 
storage, fruit cellar or pit in which 
the temperature ¢an be held at 
38 to 40 degrees Fa! eit. The 
humidity of the air should be 80 

ent. Under these condi- 
tions most late varieties will re- 
main in sound condition through- 
out the winter. 

Potatoes should not be used im- 
mediately after they are removed 
feom storage conditions. If stored 
at a low temperature, a high pro- 
portion of the carbohydrates in 
the tuber are converted to the 
form of sugars. Potatoes in this 
condition are inclined to be sweet 
and almost always watery when 
cooked, Potatoes should be remov- 
ed from storage and kept in a 


warm place at temperatures of 70 
to 80- depres Fabrenhelt for a 
week or 10 days before they are 
* prepared for the table. This high- 
er temperature will cause the su- 
gars to change into starches, 
When cooked they will be white 
and floury and appealing to the 
sight as well as to the taste. .
